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SARATOGA BECOMING FAST 



Valor Runs Close to Sun Briar’s 

Record for a Mile.

Golden Broom Makes His Debut 
and Shows Great Speed, but 
Loses by Running Out. 



SARATOGA SPRINGS, X. Y„ August 4.— South 
ami east men in clashed tills afternoon on wlmt was 
regarded ns even terms, nml tlie honors went to the 
invaders when Valor, carrying the colors of William 
Martin, triumphed signally in the Lake George Han- 
dicap at one mile, which featured the card. The 
easterners’ mainstay was Enfilade, running in the 
silks of the ]>opular Schwarts Bros. The betting 
duel by supporters of the pair waxed terrific at 
nue stage, and the horses alternated in favoritism 
at different stages. At post time, however, the 
mare had the call. There were five starters in the 
race, but Leochares, Buford and Blairgowrie came 
in for only scant attention, though many in the 
big throng could not resist, for sentimental rea- 
sons, to have a wager on the veteran Leochares. 
This old stager gave a remarkable exhibition and 
almost ran the best race of his career to land in 
second place in the second fastest race ever run 
here, Bun Briar’s performance for a mile last year, 
when he established a record of 1:36%, being one- 
fifth of a second faster than the time made toy 
Valor today. The winner showed a tremendous 
flight of speed from the start and led Enfilade 
nnd Leochares by a good margin, with the pair seem- 
ingly done before reaching the half. Valor con- 
tinued with fast stride in the stretch, and Enfi- 
lade's challenge was withstood without apparent 
effort. The Schwartz mare, under the discouraging 
conditions, tired fast in the last sixteenth and 
Leochares’ challenge for second place prevailed, 
but he was not good enough to overhaul Valor, which 
won in a canter, and had Callahan urged him to his 
utmost he would have wrested away Sun Briar’s 
laurels for the mile record. 

Considerable interest centered in the running 
of the final race, in which a number of first-time 
starters, including the much-talked-of Golden Broom, 
the highest -priced yearling of last year, made a 
racing debut. Golden Broom raced to the high ex- 
pectation of his connections, with the exception 
that he ran out, which cost him the race. The loss 
of ground he incurred by coming wide was more 
than ample to have given him a winning margin. 
Ills speed was dazzling at the outset and he headed 
the leaders in a twinkling while going down the 
liackstretch, but he kept on for the outer fence 
<>u the far turn and the stretch bend likewise was 
rounded awkwardly, with the result that Harry 
Payne Whitney’s Truly Rural and J. McClelland’s 
Hasten On, as well as Arrow Point in G. W. Scott’s 
colors, managed to beat him home. Golden Broom 
was equip|ied with blinkers and he showed a liesi- 
tutiug inclination on the way to the post. Some 
shrewd horsemen held to the belief that his action 
was due to the blinkers and also blamed his running 
out to the fact that he was prevented from seeing 
fully where he was going. His next start will 
more than probably witness him reversing today’s 
decision with those which finished in front of him. 

ORESTES’ VICTORY POPULAR. 

Orestes, carrying the colors of a prominent Ha- 
vana sportsman, won a popular victory in the fifth 
race, in which some good ones started and to 
which he conceded much weight. But his victory 
was in the main due to the skillful ride he received 
from Loftus, who clearly outgeneraled the diminu- 
tive Kator, who had the mount on Huttontrope. 
The latter displayed a high order of speed from 
the start and with more skillful riding would prob- 
ably have outstayed the heavily weighted Orestes 
by virtue of his weight concession. Canso was 
at a short price and given heavy support, hut after 
Ikcing held under sharp restraint for the first half 
mile, collapsed. Seemingly, when called on and fin- 
ished last. Herald ran a good race to land in 
third pluce. 

The steeplechase over the two-mile course for 
maiden jumpers of four years old and over proved a 
sort of a “hare nnd hound” affair. Bachelor’s 
Bliss enacting the role of hare and distancing his 
opponents to win by almost ns far* as his rider 
elected. The quintet making the contest were ex- 
tremely green, excepting the winner, which showed 
aptitude at this style of racing and went over all 
the obstacles with the exception of the final one 
like a veteran crack. He made a bad landing 

at the lust hedge, but his recovery was prompt. 

He wus then a full jump in front of The Dean, 

the ouly one of the others that did not fall, and 

the ruu to the finish found Bachelor’s Bliss only 
cantering at a leisurely pace. Man o* th’ Hour, 
the last to fall, was remounted by his rider, Borgau, 
nnd finished in time to take third place. Harwood 
and Klsmer fell together in the early stages of 
the race. Bachelor’s Bliss gives much promise of 
developing into a crack steeplechaser, and has 
worked a round of the steeplechase course here

DELAWARE HANDICAP 

at Saratoga Today 



One stake race is to be run at Saratoga today. This is the Delaware Handicap, at one 
mile, for three-year-olds and over. It was in this event last year that Sun Briar made the 
present record of 1 :36% for a mile in a race. He carried 113 pounds then, but was given 
128 pounds for this year’s renewal, to which 103 nominations were made. In the assign- 
ment of weights Naturalist, Cudgel, and Lucullite were each given 130 pounds as topweight 
horses, a rare occurrence in handicapping. 

The distance of the Delaware has always served to make it a popular race with owners. 
In its first year it was a dash of a mile and a sixteenth, but the next year it was cut down 
to its present distance of one mile and was then won by the rarely good campaigner 
Chuctanunda in 1 :38. Hat was fast time for those days and stood as the record of the 
race until Sanford’s fast filly Vails tied it in 1907. Their joint record stood until 1914, 
when R. T. Wilson’s Tartar effaced it and substituted 1 :37%. This in its turn was the rec- 
ord of the Delaware until Sun Briar ran his remarkable mile August 6, 1918, and defeated 
Midway, Motor Cop, Old Koenig, Walnut Hall and Westy Hogan. Everyone of these contest- 
ants of last year, except Walnut Hall, was entered this year. The following is a tabulated 
history of the Delaware:

TWO $10,000 STAKES FOR CUBAN RACING RACING IN CANADA IS TO START 

Havana Turfmen Building Up Their Stables — Live Quebec Tracks Plan Over Fifty Days’ Sport Begin - 
and Pertinent Turf Gossip. ning August 16.

SARATOGA SPRINGS. N. Y., August 4.— When 
tlie Cuba -American Jockey Club announced that it 
would give two stakes at Oriental Park next winter, 
both of which would have $10,000 added money, 
it proved quite an incentive for local own- 
ers to build un their stables and already several 
Cubans have representatives on the ground looking 
for material eligible for these events. W. A. 
Carter, who was a bidder on Lion d’Or on the 
opening day, is employed as trainer for Messrs. 
S. Tolon and F. Morales, who race under the nom de 
course of the Arnionia Stable. Senors Fernandes 
and Tolon, besides controlling the agencies of several 
of the more popular automobiles on the island, are 
the owners of a couple of sugar plantations and are 
two of the most progressive and popular young men 
on the island. 

James O'Hara, one of the moving spirits in the 
Bowie race track in Maryland, and who was con- 
fined in the Franklin Hospital in Baltimore for 
several weeks, was removed to his home last 
week. The friends of Mr. O’Hara will be pleased 
to learn tliut he has almost entirely recovered from 
his recent illness. 

Colonel Cassatt, who was recently discharged 
from the army, lias gone to Alaska, where he will 
s|iend tlie summer mouths. Before leaving Colonel 
Cassat made it known to his friends that he would 
probably return to racing next year. 

Wm. E. Walsh, wiio recently sold to Col. W. 
E. Applegate the yearling chestnut colt, by Great 
Britain — Lady Moon’et for $6,000, lias a filly here 
by Dick Finnell — Moon’et, which will. be sold with 
the Carr & I’iatt band on Thursday next. 

The J. E. Widener racer Trompe La Mort, has 
gone wrong and has been thrown out of training. It 
is just possible that lie will 'be retired permanently 
to the stud. 

W. M. Slieedy was an arrival from Empire City 
with the Winous Point Stable. He found another 
owner occupying the quarters which had been as- 
signed to him and immediately made arrangements 
to ship the stable from here to Havre de Grace. 

G. W. FORMAN TO SELL STABLE. 

G. W. Forman has announced that he will dis- 
pose of bis entire stable. Saturday he sold the 
three -year- old Mahon.v to R. E. Watkins and he 
put a price on tbe mares Mary Maud and her sister, 
Frixeur, to Watkins. Mary Maud is in foul to the 
successful sire Transvaal. 

Harry Fallehy, who trained tlie stable that Steve 
Duvidson raced on tlie Canadian circuit a few years 
back, is here with three horses the property of 
Canadian owners. Among them are Romeo and 

Semper Stalwurt. Fallehy came here from Cin- 
cinnati. 

Sergeant Mortimer Mahoney, who was recently 
discharged from the service, is again galloping 
horses. “The Sarg” contemplates purchasing a 
couple of useful platers for a campaign at one of 
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SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., Augufct 4.— Racing 
this year in Montreal is practically assured, ac- 
cording to Mr. Joseph Catharanitch and Louis Letor- 
neau, two men prominent in racing circles in Quebec 
Province. They arrived here last night and today 
were soliciting owners to send horses to Montreal 
for at least forty-two days of racing and probably 
more. The intention is to hold meetings of fourteen 
days at Mount Royal and fourteen at Delorimier 
Park; one meeting of seven days at Kempton Park 
and possibly two meetings, if conditions warrant, 
and one meeting at King Edward Park. According 
to Mr. Catlaunish the four institutions have pooled 
their interests and the meetings will be held under 
the same management. The first meeting is 
scheduled for August 16, it being presumed that 
peace will have been declared by that date by King 
George of England, after which, according to advice 
and general understanding, the war measure affect- 
ing racing will be rescinded. It is believed there 
will be little trouble in getting horses, as there is a 
surplus here of the lower grades which can be 
gathered. 

Mr. Lptourneau and Joseph Catharanitch returned 
tonight to complete arrangements for the meetings. 
Quite a number of horses will be shipped from here 
to Montreal, and two or three carlouds from Mary- 
land. They have already procured a license from 
the Province of Quebec to resume racing. The first 
meeting will be held at Delorimier Park. 

There is a report here that Devonshire Park 
track, Windsor, Ontario, has been sold. Mr. Dug- 
gan, who held a large block of the stock, will 
transfer his interests tomorrow, it is said. It 
could not be learned who the purchasers were. 

MONTREAL DISTRICT PLANS. 

MONTREAL, Que.. August 4. — That racing will 
be resumed on tlie Montreal tracks is now assured 
unless the government intervenes. The clubs de- 
cided at a meeting here on Saturday that if suf- 
ficient horses can lie secured for racing, fifty-six 
days of snort will lie given in Montreal during the 
remainder of the summer season. The clubs will 
take horses off at Montreal and application for 
stabling should be made to Thomas J. Duggun, room 
4. 210 St. James street, Montreal, at once. Racing 
will probably start on Saturday, August 16. 

RACING RECORD OF DEAD IRREGULAR

KENTUCKY’S FALL STAKES 



Over $100,000 Offered; a New 

Record for Autumn Meetings. 

: • 

Races Over a Long Distance of 
Ground Favored — Manager 
Winn Going to Saratoga. 



LOUISVILLE, Ky., August 4. — Even though tlie 
coming Kentucky autumn racing season will be of 
only thirty-eiglit days’ duration, $102,000 will be 
offered in stake money. This is a new record for 
fall meetings in the Blue Grass state. It includes 
the $50,000 Latonia Championship Stakes, the $5,000 
added Queen City Handicap and the $2,500 Breed- 
ers’ Futurity ut Lexington, the entries for which 
have already closed. 

Stake blanks for the other stakes to be run 
next autumn were distributed among the horsemen 
today and they show a vast increase over last year. 
Nominations to them close on August 20 for Church- 
ill Downs, Lexington and Latonia and Mr. M. J. 
Winn, vice-president and general manager of the 
Kentucky Jockey Club, who is here on a brief busi- 
ness visit, said that he confidently expects far more 
entries than ever this year because of the liberality 
of the racing association toward the horsemen. 

In keeping with its announced policy to feature 
races, especially of the stake variety, over a long" 
route of ground, it will be seen that only one of 
the twelve stakes — the Autumn Handicap — will be 
at less than one mile, with the exception, of course, 
of the two-year-old events. At Louisville the three 
stakes will be long route affairs, even the two-year- 
olds iu the Golden Rod Handicap being asked to go a 
mile. The Falls City Handicap, long a feature of 
fall racing at Churchill Downs, has been increased 
in distance from three-quarters to one and one-six- 
teenth miles, while the Golden Rod was formerly 
at five and one-half furlongs. The latter also was 
under selling conditions in previous years at Doug- 
las Park. 

LEXINGTON CUP NEW RACE. 

Islington’s only fall stake race until tills year was 
the Breeders’ Futurity, and the Lexington Cup 
Handicap is an entirely new one. This race will 
have a tendency to draw a number of the Latonia 
Championship Stakes eligibles to Lexington, as the 
distance of one and one-half miles will serve tii 
give them a much needed race in preparation for 
the big event at the Milldale track, and the 
$5,000 added will make it more than worth their 
while to run fn it. 

Horses which favor a long route Will be in their 
element in the Latonia stakes, as there will be an 
abundance of money hung up for them in races 
ranging from one mile to two miles and one-quar- 
ter. The Twin City Handicap, at one mile and five 
eighths, $5,000 added, is a new stake, and it is 
almost certain to draw practically the same starters 
as will contest for the Latonia Championship 
Stakes. The eastern horses will, no doubt, be well 
represented in the Twin City, as well as in the 
Latonia Cup, as they will be good and fit after 
their month’s racing at Saratoga, and their owners 
will have several chances to make their journey 
westward profitable, even if their charges fail iii the 
$50,000 stake. 

General manager Winn will take the stake blanks 
to Saratoga and will remain there until they close 
on August 20. With the big money being hung up 
for two-year-olds in the various stakes he expects 
that some of the best youngsters in tlie east will be 
sent to tliis section for the autumn racing. He will 
also make strenuous efforts to get some of the 
older horses which were left out of the Latonia 
Championship Stakes to come here and run iu the 
long route stakes, and their owners cun thus make 
amends for being shut out in America’s richest 
race. 

It is only a trifle over five weeks now until the 
autumn racing season opens at Lexington, the meet- 
ing there beginning on September 13 and running 
for seven days. Latonia follows Lexington, opening 
on September 24 for a twenty-two days’ meeting, 
and Louisville winds it un with nine days of sport, 
from October 23 to November 1, inclusive.

’8ome highly regarded sprinters made the con- 
test in the Luzerne Highweight Handicap, in which 
Startling, carrying R. F. Carman’s colors, was 
given preference, but the winner turned up in 
Routledge, carrying the colors of Walter M. Jef- 
fords. Routledge was lucky at the start' in secur- 
ing an advantage and Ambrose kept him at his task 
with the resultr that he continued his lead through- 
out. Startling made a game challenge in the 
stretch, but it was unavailing and near the end he 
bad to makg an extra effort to outstay L'Errant. 

Suicidal tactics on the part of Troxler and 
Schuttinger, respective riders of Tache o’Gaunt and 
Nifc u cy Aim, resulted -beneficially for Overcast, car- 
rying the colors of the Oneck Stable. The diminu- 
tive Myers, under contract to the establishment, 
rode tlie filly in extra good style and took advan- 
tage of the sizaling pace’ forced by the leaders until 
teaching the last eighth, where he shot his mount 
into the lead and won going away. Tache o’Gaunt 
held Nancy Ann safe in the final drive and landed 
second plaoe. Nancy Ann was a stoutly baeked 
favorite, her connections feeling extremely confi- 
dent of her success. She returned to the stand 
limping ' perceptibly. The winner was entered for 
$1,000 and was advanced by S. Polk to $1,700, iiut 
bought in with an advance of $5. 

The arrival today of the stake blanks for the 
Kentucky fixtures for next fall were eagerly sought 
by ' the' many owners in these parts. Eastern 
horsemen united with the Kentuckians in their 
praise of the Kentucky Jockey Club’s liberality. 
In addition to the Estonia Championship Stakes, 
the Breeders’ Futurity arid the Queen City Handi- 
cap, stakes already closed, nine others are ottered. 
The events are built attractively to suit all sorts 
of racers and range in value from the approximate 
$50,00(1 of the Latonia Championship Stakes to the 
minimum $4,000 added in the Fort Thomas, Golden 
Rod and Falls City Handicaps. The Queen City 
Handicap has $10,000 added and will afford oppor- 
tunity to determine the two-year-old deserving the 
title of champion of the year. 

KENTUCKY’S VALUABLE STAKES. 

Tlie Lexington Cup Handicap of $5,000, at a mile 
and a half; the Latonia Cup of $7,500 added, at 
two and a quarter miles, and the Louisville Cup of 
$5,000 added, at two miles, afford splendid oppor- 
tunity for the long-distance racers to earn a modest 
fortune und should one horse be lucky enough to 
take the triple honors he will enrich liis fortunate 
owner to tlie extent of over $20,000, for the 
accumulative entrance and starting fee will bring 
the three stakes to that sum. The present list of 
stakes for the autumn Kentucky racing arc certain 
to receive a reeord list from this section. 

Jockey W. Knapp, who met with an injury Sat- 
urday as a result of a fall from one of H. P. 
Whitney’s youngsters that he was schooling, will 
resume riding 'tomorrow.' 

H. G. Bedwell, trainer of the extensive J. K. L. 
Ross establishment, is preparing War Pennant, 
winner of Saturday’s opening race, with a view to 
starting him in the Latonia Championship Stakes, to 
be run next fail at Latonia. Another receiving a 
special preparation for this race is King Plaudit, 
in George Odom’s string. Andrew Miller’s colors 
will be carried in the race by Gay Cavalier, which 
i6, according to trainer A. J. Goldsborough, im- 
proved wonderfully in the last month and is ex- 
pected to replace tlie crack Roumer as the stand-by 
of the stable. Cirrus is another easterner that is 
expected to prove a formidable factor in the de- 
cision of the big stake, and trainer Hildreth is 
planning to ship him to Cincinnati in time to start 
in the race. 

The first big sale of tlie season here, in which a 
Kentucky -owned crack is transferred to an eastern 
establishment, occurred this morning when Mose 
Goldblatt accepted the tender of $25,000 from the 
Kentucky Stable for Seunings Park. Phil T. Chinn, 
who races in the nnm de course of the Kentucky 
stable, was acting for Larry Waterbury, the well- 
known polo pluyer. Sennings Park lias still to make 
his debut In the east in a race, but has shown some 
fast work and news of his western prowess pre- 
ceded him here. Sennings Park was bonght by 
Mose Goldblatt at an auction sale- at Churchill 
Downs for $7,(100 and won three races in a row with 
him. In speaking of the sale, Phil Chinn said: 
"The sale was consummated this morning after l>r. 
McCully passed on him ax to his soundness. Tlie 
ouly added stipulation I made was that the horse 
should show no ill effects tomorrow from his work- 
out of this morning.” 



Lanius and Trompe La Kort Through for this Year 
— Cudgel Rounding Into Condition.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 4.— Two 
good handicap horses have been laid up for re- 
Iiairs. George D. Widcner’s Lanius is in retirement 
for the year and Joseph D. Widener’s Trompe La 
Mort may not be seen again during the racing sea- 
son. The latter pulled up lame after the Brookdale 
Handicap, and notwithstanding his trainer’s efforts 
it is highly improbable lie can be made ready to* race 
again until the spring of 1920. As for Lanius, 
there is a good chance he will not recover from his 
leg trouble, resultant from a strenuous work for 
the Saratoga Handicap. He bowed a tendon and 
It will take pretty nearly all season to mend, though 
the veterinary does not think the affliction is 
permanent. These losses to the handicapers’ 
ranks added to Roamcr’s breakdown will take 
much of the material that is left in the up- 
per division of that class. Cudgel is coining 
around again, it is true, but the opposition to him 
is of such inferior quality that he will have to lie 
loaded down to keep him from gathering much of 
the wealth devoted to handicap horses. It will 
leave the three-year-olds prominent; in fact, the 
older handicap horses have not figured as winners 
this year as frequently as in years past, owing 
to the extraordinary speed of Purchase and oilier 
three-year-olds. Old Rosebud will be a factor 
when the distance is not too great, as he has de- 
veloped into a miler rather than a stayer. Spur 
has gone off, hence there Is little left but Corn 
Tassel, The Porter and one or two other lesser 
lights to represent the old brigade. This means 
light fields in the handicaps of the future, except- 
ing the overnight races of that variety. 

Isidor Hammerschlag, one of the prominent track 
habitues for the past twenty-five years, died from 
acute indigestion last night at the Grand Ur.'.on 
Hotel, where he and liis wife and daughter had 
located for the Saratoga season. He had been ailing 
for some time, and was ordered to come here and 
rest by his physician in New York. Not- 
withstanding these orders, he was active at the 
track as late as Saturday, and returned to the 
hotel ratiier distressed. He remained in his room 
yesterday, and his death came suddenly before a 
local doctor could be summoned. 

BRIGHTON STABLE OWNER UNLUCKY. 

If luck had been more kind to Geo. Smith, the 
owner of the Brighton Stable, last autumn, he 
would have one of the most profitable racing es- 
tablishments and no doubt tlie greatest collection 
of horses ever owned by one man in the same year, 
with possibly one or two exceptions, notably the 
late W. C. Wliltney, when lie sent nearly a quarter 
of a it illion dollars’ worth of horses into winter 
quarters at Westbury in charge of Sam Hildreth. 
That was verging on twenty years ago. But Dame 
Fortune frowned on Geo. Smith, and naturally it 
reflected upon his trainer. Geo. Odom. 

Speaking of what might have been last evening 
and looking over the list of good youngsters that 
were in the Brighton Stable last summer. Geo. 
Odom designated nearly a dozen which he broke 
as yearlings and which have distinguished them- 
selves already this year. “Tlie three most notable 
we bad and which Mr. Smith had to part with 
were Brookholt, High Command and Distinction,” 
said Mr. Odom. “Supposing Mr. Smith had held 
on to these three alone he Would have had three 
mighty good horses, but add to these Germa, 
Light Wine, King Plaudit, Rocking Horse, Lady 
Brummel, Furlough, Fair Colleen, Ariel and Hey- 
dey, all of which I broke, he would have had a 
stable worth at least $100,000 and probably a lot 
more. I was offered twenty-five thousand dollars 
for King Plaudit had he won his last race, in which 
he was unfortunate and threw an osslet. Iodn’t 
know how much Maj. Tom McDowell would ask for 
High Command and Distinction, but I doubt if that 
pair could be bought for much less than $75,000. 
It would have been a truly wonderful stable had 
Mr. Smith rbeen able to hold it together, hut 
such is luck in racing.” 

MORRIS LEE INJURY NOT SERIOUS. 

Friends of Morris l,er, who was kicked by W. 
It. Coe’s Masked Dancer while she was being led 
to tlie paddock, will be pleased to learn 
the injury is not as serious as at first believed. 
I»e is still in tuc Saratoga Hospital and will pos- 
sibly remain there for two or three days. Dr. 
Moriarity, who is attending him, says that it was 
almost a miraclous escape, the laceration running 
for nearly six inches from tlie temple to the rear 
of the head, cutting the flesh to the skull bone, 
bat there was no fracture, though considerable 
shock. 

Miss Jemima’s tryout with Wildair has given 
James Rowe a good line on the Kentucky filly. He 
and Albert Simons should know just what to ex- 
pect when Miss Jemima meets Panoply and Cob- 
webs. If this pair are inferior to Wildair, then 
all Miss Jemima has to do to earn the filly honors 
is to beat Bonnie Mary, after which will some the 
possible race with Man o’ War, and if she can beat 
him she will not only be a wonderfull filly but a 
sensation. Such is the opinion of such experts as 
Mr. Soule, Col. James, Edward Heffner, Tom Welch 
and practically all others who study the doiugs of 
the horses. 

Some of these figure that Loftus was a great 
aid to the victory of Miss Jemima in the Flash 
Stakes, and with good grounds, as Ambrose wus 
not quite as alert as he might have been after the 
rise of the barrier. “But that should not detract 
from the performance of Miss Jemima,” said Mr. 
Heffner, “as her early speed will make any horse 
look a bit slow in tlie first part of a race.” The 
two-year-old question is the topic of conversation 
just now, and it will become more interesting as 
the meeting progresses and the later rich stakes 
are called. Already enthusiasts are speculating on 
tlie result of a meeting between Panoply and Miss 
Jemima, and easterners are awaiting anxiously to 
see High Command and Distinction perform to 
enable them to gutlier some line on their winning 
chances when against Man o’ War. It is doubtful 
if there has been a season in years in which the 
question of two-year-old supremacy lias been in 
such doubt.

It is said that Gen. Gomes’ colors will 
he seen in public at Oriental Park on his return 
to Cuba. 

IMPROVEMENT AT HAVANA TRACK. 

In a letter from Havana comes the information 
that work is progressing rapidly on the addition 
to the clnhhouse at Oriental Park. The plans 
call for forty rooms, each with a private bath, 
and the work is being done under the supervision 
of Frank Brtien, resident manager of the Cuba-

Toni Love, whose colors were carried to victory 
on many an occasion in the old Guttenberg days 
by the platers St. John and St. Luke, is here for 
the races. Mr. Love lias not missed a meeting at 
Saratoga in a decade. He still has a few thorough- 
breds, one a promising two-year-old by the Belmont 
stallion Rock Sand, from a Canadian mare. This 
youngster was bred by Sir H. Montague Allen, who 
presented him to Mr. Love. It lias shown Sliced 
enough to make his chances in next year’s King's 
Plate look flattering.

CHICAGO, 111., August 4. — Weather forecast: 
Illinois — Partly cloudy, possibly with local thunder- 
shower* tonight or Tuesday; continued warm. Mis- 
souri, Iowa, Nebraska and Kansas — Somewhat un- 
settled bnt generally fair tonight and Tuesday; 
continued warm. General forecast: Conditions will 
continue unsettled over much of this forecast dis- 
trict during the next thirty-six hours, and local 
thundershowers are probable, especially in the north- 
ern and eastern portions of the district. There 
will be little change in temperature. 

CHICAGO, 111., August 4. — Seizure of the surface 
and elevated lines by the city if fares are boosted 
unreasonably under cover of the new wage agree- 
ment wa* held a* n club today over the traction 
companies and the atate public unilities commission 
as bearings on the companies’ increased fare appli- 
cations were opened before the state commission. 
Special Assistant Corporation Counsel Chester E. 
Cleveland, representing the city, threw a bomb into 
the hearing at its ontset by declaring the whole 
proceeding Illegal and probably in contempt of the 
courts, which are now reviewing the state com- 
mission’s recent actions on surface and elevate line 
fares. 

CHICAGO, 111., August 4. — “Hang the rioters,” 
was the charge today given the grand Jury con- 
sidering evidence in connection with the Chicago 
race war. Judge Robert E. Crowe, outlining the 
work ahead of the grand jury, stated that only 
the rope will end disorders in the black belt. 
“Where murder has been done, indict for murder,” 
he said. “A few hangings will have a salutary 
effect on Chicago and lessen the work of the police. 
Consider the case without passion, prejudice or poli- 
ties, and in behalf of the judiciary 1 can promise 
you prompt trials for those indicted.” 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 4. — Maintenance 
of one field army with a war strength of 1,250,000 
men is proposed in a bill establishing a permanent 
military policy which was sent to Congress today 
by Secretary Baker. The active force of this army 
would be 510,000 regulars, while the remainder 
would be young men who have taken a three months’ 
military training course, which would be compul- 
sory for all 19-year-old youths. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., August 4. — “Bill” Lang*-, 
famous old Chicago baseball player, secured a mar- 
riage license here this afternoon to marry Miss 
Mona Vlrum of San Francisco. Lange guve liis age 
as forty-eight. His bride-to-be is twenty-four. 

WHERE THE GREAT FISH ABOUND 

The California Channel Islands off San Pedro 
consist of u number of mountain tops that emerge 
from the Pacific Ocean eighteen miles out from 
the mainland. Some of these Islands are little more 
than rocks, while Catalina Island is more than 
twenty miles long. 

Cooled by ocean breezes in summer anil tempered 
by the Jnpan current in winter, Catalina has al- 
most an ideal climate. The average summer tem- 
perature is about sixty-five degrees; that of win- 
ter, fifty-four degrees. Catalina winters are like 
middle west October, minus the rains, and the 
summers are glorious. The fishing is more so. 

There are more than half a do*en fishes caught 
at Catalina, any one of which would make a fish- 
ing region famous among fishermen, but the tuna 
and yellow tail fishing is unequaled anywhere. 

The tuna is most erratic. Some summers they 
are plentiful and then they disappear for years at 
a time. These fish make thrilling leaps when 
hooked and rushes that fairly make reels scream. 
Incidentally, these tuna are mighty fine to eat, ns 
are all Catalina game fish. Leaping tuna are caught 
by trolling with a flying fish for bait. 

One of these tuna is a steam engine for strength 
and as crafty as an Indian warrior. It takw more 
than brute strength to land one, bnt good physical 
condition on the part of the angler is advisable. 
It took one experienced angler from two in the 
afternoon to seven the next morning to bring a 170- 
pounder to gaff. 

The record tuna on hook and line is one of 251 
pounds, while the second record is one of 2141 
pounds, caught by a woman. 

Still larger is the jewfish or seabass, a monster 
that looks like a fresh water blaekbass would under 
a giant, high power microscope. The record hook 
and line seabass weighed nearly 500 pounds, and it 
takes one of 300 pounds or over to arouse any un- 
usual interest. They are caught still- fishing 
on the bottom with a piece of fish weighing five 
or six pounds for bait. 

Then there are swordfishes for those of strenuous 
dispositions to catch. The marlin swordfish averages 
less than 200 pounds, bnt the record is around 350 
pounds, and many a 200-pounder has fought from 
sunup to sunset before showing his belly to the 
gaffer. 

The true broadbill swordfish is also taken. None 
has ever been taken under 100 pounds at Catalina, 
and the record hook and line fish weighed 4!MI 
pounds.
